MO., Nov. 29.—Plans 
asre under way for a meeting of all 
farmers organizations in the corn 
belt states at which a plan for cre­ 
ation of a governmental commission 
to fix prices on agricultural products 
will be discussed. 
William Hirth of 
Columbia, Mo., editor of a farm pub­ 
lication, declared here today. 
The plan was endorsed at a meet­ 
ing of the Missouri Farm Associa­ 
tion here yesterday. 
Hirth 
proposed 
the 
commission 
and after asserting that “American 
Agriculture Is 
facing the gravest 
crisis of its history,” said that an 
effort would he made at the planned 
meeting to have the farm organiza­ 
tions of the middle west present a 
solid front on the plan and urge 
congress to adopt it. 
He declared it was imperative to 
put the plan in operation as soon as 
possible “to save agriculture from 
the collapse which now threatens,” 
and said the “country cannot be­ 
come prosperous until the dollar the 
farmer receives for his toil equals 
in purchasing power the dollar he is 
compelled to pay for merchandise, 
freight rates, taxes, etc.” 
He suggested the following plan: 
“First, that Congress appoint a 
commission 
which 
shall 
equitably 
rate the price of wheat, pork, beef 
and cotton to the current price of 
merchandise, freight rates and wage 
scales of organized labor. 
“Second that Congress then raise 
the tariff on the above commodities 
to protect the prices created by such 
commission against imports on a 
lower price level. 
“Third, that Congress create a 
governmental machine which shall 
take over the surplus of each of the 
above commodities at whatever the 
world price may be—thus providing 
a powerful deterrent against over­ 
production and also protecting the 
government against loss.” 
“There is nothing unusual or re­ 
markable about this proposal. When 
steel or any other industry asks 
Congress for a certain tariff and 
when Congress yields to such an en­ 
treaty, it thereby automatically fixes 
the price of that particular commod­ 
ity. 
In other words, the new Ford- 
ney-McCumber Act is nothing but a 
price-fixing arrangement from 
be­ 
ginning to end. 
And even so. when 
organized labor says" give us so 
much per hour for straight time 
and so much for overtime, or we 
will strike,’ what is it but price 
fixing? 
“The sum and substance of the 
present distressing situation is that 
on the one hand the farmer is com­ 
pelled to sell his products on the 
low level of the world 
markets, 
while on the other hand he is forced 
to buy in a realm where both in-

TOKIO, Nov. 28.—The flour mill­ 
ing industry in the country in com­ 
mon with many other industries is 
suffering from overproduction and 
some of the mills are said to be in 
difficulty. Almost all the flour mills 
have been cutting down output by 
50 to TO per cent during the last 
few years, but the market Is over­ 
stocked. 
Prices have fast declined. 
At present, the producing capacity 
of the floor mills in the country is 
put at 25,800 barrels a year, where­ 
as it was only 10,330 barrels at the 
end of 1914. 
During the war the 
producing capacity of the mills made 
a remarkable increase from the ef­ 
fect of which the mill people are 
suffering at present. The capitaliza 
tion of the flour mill concerns at 
the end of 1914 totaled 8,390,000 yen 
(of which 5.600,000 yen was paid 
up) but at present it has increased 
to 33,700,000 yen (of which 16.900,- 
000 yen is paid up). 
The slump in 
the rice market during the last few 
months due to the bumper crop 
this year has adversely affected the 
flour market. 
Formerly, the 
flour 
mills 
used 
mostly Japanese wheat in which 20 
or 30 per cent of foreign wheat was 
mixed, but in recent years they 
have been obliged to reverse the 
percentage of mixture owing to the 
high price of the domestic grain. 
In 
some 
cases foreign 
wheat Is 
used entirely in flour making. 
The 
importation of 274.393 
koku 
of 
wheat in 1914 has grown to 4,352. 
291 koku in 1921.

My husband reads very assiduous­ 
ly what he calls “trade papers.” 
These papers pertain almost entirely 
to his business. 
He says he could 
not get along without them because 
they keep him posted on matters 
which come up in his business life 
every day. 
In running my household I find 
that the newspapers and the mag­ 
azines are my “trade papers.” The 
advertisements tell me nearly every­ 
thing I wish to know about the pur­ 
chase I should make. Like my hus­ 
band who spends hours upon hours 
engrossed in his trade magazines so 
that he may conduct his business 
more successfully, I study with care 
the advertisements in the news­ 
papers and the magazines which I 
have found out enable me to cond ct 
my business, which is my household, 
more economically and successfully. 


In doing my neighborhood buying 
I think that I am able to choose the 
store that gives me the greatest 
value for my money. My choice is 
always the one where I am sure to 
get the advertised goods I ask for 
and where I am not told: “Here is 
something else just as good.” I buy 
advertised goods because experience 
has taught me I save money thereby. 
It has been my observation that 
the storekeeper who handles adver­ 


tised articles sells more goods and it 
isn’t hard for me to figure out that 
if the dealer wants to make only a 
fair profit he can sell me goods 
cheaper if he sells a great many 
goods than if he sells a smaller 
amount. Coincidently, I have noticed 
that dealers who do handle articles 
which are advertised seem to grow 
and expand. 
I have often wondered if it isn’t 
because the goods which they see on 
their own shelves remind them con­ 
stantly of the forward-looking work 
which is being done by the manufac­ 
turer of those goods, thus setting an 
example for greater industry. 
I know that if I want to buy a bar­ 
rel of flour or a very large sack of 
flour I can buy it cheaper than I can 
buy a ten or twenty-five pound sack. 
My storekeeper can do the same 
thing in buying his merchandise. I 
have heard" my husband talk ofteji 
enough on the" question of small 
profits and rapid turnover to know 
that it isn’t the dealer who makes 
the long profit that gets ahead but 
the one who makes the small profit 
and turns his capital over and over. 
But this is not the only benefit I get 
in buying from a storekeeper who 
sells his customers goods which are 
advertised. 
The goods I buy are 
fresher and newer and I feel that be­ 
cause many of them have been ad­ 
vertised for many years are more de­ 
pendable. 
For how could peopl econtinue to 
buy them if they were not? 
And 
how could the manufacturers con­ 
tinue to advertise them if they did 
not buy?
